AGRICUJLTURAL REPORT. 
From May 20, tUl June 20. 

The fine drv weather which appeared to set iii about the 16th of last month, an^. rais- 
ed the hopes of the farmers, of a change more favourable for their operations, proved of a 
short duration. A few days only had elapsed when the rains returned with their u^u- 
al violence, and have continued ever sincp with very little intermission to the almost 
total obstruction of every species of field work j it seems generally believed, that there 
has not been so wet a season for nearly 40 years, and as it appears to be general, there 
is reason to fear that the crops will be deficient in almost every part of the kingdom ; on 
all the flat grounds, and heavy wet soils, they are evidently much injured. The pota- 
to crops have never been known to be so late in planting, and unless the latter part of 
the season turns out remarkably fine ^nd free from frosts, it is hardly to be expected 
they will be productive. 

Ill many parts of the cojintry, both the oats and flax hav^ an unfavourable appearance, 
encept in light open soils. 

Wheat in general looks better than any other of the orops, and the produce may 
probably be such as to compensate for the smallness of the quantity sown this season. 

drain has advanced in price since last report, and oats, oatmeal and potatoes are also 
looking up. 

The hay crops are likely to be abundant in all the dry soils, but great quantities are 
likelv to be lost in somf particular districts >vbere the meadows are subject to the over- 
flowing of rivers. 



COMMERCIAL REPORT. 

Thi question of the depreciation of bank notes ^is established by such indubitable evl^ 
dence, that it is unnecessary to dwell on the sophistry of those who attempt to evacif 
the certain conclusion, byaJleging that bank notes are not depreciated, But gold has lissn. 
In the last report, it was shown that the rise on gold had not taken place in other coun- 
tries, but from the operation of our paper system, was confined to these countries. Xrpm 
this point of view it must be evident, that landlords have a just claim for some remune- 
ration, if they are paid iii a depreciated currency, when such a circumstance was not 
contemplated at the period of granting the lease; but as discount frequently aris«» from 
accidental causes, notentirely depending on the question of depreciaticii, it would be a. 
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Jiardsliip on the tenant to demand from him the full discount of th? day. The landlords 
are in ra^ny in^cascss. manifesting a disposition to make a reasonable compromise. The 
tie_preciation of paper at present, the chief and almost only circulating mgdiiirn, will 
be found to bear peculiarly hard on| annuitants, and ajl 'possessors of fiied incomes. 
Landlords, persons in trade, farmers, mechanics, ah<f' most others, even day labourers 
by an advance of wages, can £iid>means in the shiftings of trafSc to throw a part' of the 
burden oft" themselves, but annuitants have not the 6/iporturiity'; they are often helpless 
already, and the depreciation islikely to increase theit burdens. 

The rejection of "the Bill nrhich prdposed to enuatisje'tBt duties tijjqn Sugar 3nd 
Grain, was productive of an immediate and poWerfuI ^iFeet ujson the English market : 
the demand for all descriptioiis of Sugar was immediately cheelied,'afid the prices of tKs 
brown and middling qualities d^ctine^ considerably. ' A good 3eal of business has hett? 
dojic, aithough the inferior sorts have goite off heavily, alf d ' at rath(*r lower {jricts; but 
gooC and strong Sugars, as well as the fine qualities of \ybich the new crop ^iriricipdlly 
consists, are scarce, and being much wanted, have beenf*eely pafchased by the G'rbceri, 
tipon terras fully equal to those which were previousiy' Ofetamed. The sales of Foreigii 
Kugars have been so trifling as to render any particular enjiroeration of them unneres- 
sary, and vVhile there is scarcely any possibility of re-jelling, the disposition tp purchase 
jnyst, necessarilly, be very limited. ' 

Connected with this subject' is « cupouS fact, the sufal's of the captured islands, 
•vi-hicli cannot be sold for home consumption, in Griat Britain itpd Ireland, have been of- 
fered so low as 17s. per cv.-t. or less th'ati 2d. pSrlb. Although this would, we must ad- 
mit, be. a losing price to the holders, yjft sdll ttje disproportion between Sugar without 
paying the duty, and aftfer the payment is made, is vpygreat, and forcibly 'deiiionstrates 
the injury we individually sustain by wars, aiid th« tonsequeiit t^ies laid on to support 
ihem. ' M^ars enhance the prices of all the articles Of life,' because as taxes are laid on 
articles of coBsuhiption, both of What -vfe eat and wear, in'the prkesof them we hat'e to 
calculate not only the original value of the articles, but the amount of the taxes which 
are either directly or indirectly laid on to support 'those fleets and' armies which defend 
distant possessipns, and for the other general purpose^ of war. Ct'nsideredin a fa!ir point of 
view, war is an evil, which presses on ail ranks of the c'ommifnity, and we have to pay 
highly tor the pleasures ii.'hich many take in hearing trite or exaggerated accounts of 
tl;e destruction of those with whom their nation is at war. Ijesides the cruelties bl war- 
fare, it is a ciijtly game to playat, «venat a distance,'aud » very exfiensive gratification 
of the badpassions. 

Coffee is 5till in a state of great depfession. No rdief is ejpericnced, either from the 
email shipntents which are occasionally sent to the Mt^diterrMiean, or from O'ir home 
consumption. The stock is already immensely Jarge, and from' the abundance of the 
crops, we' may expect heavyadditiortal imports, which iVili tend still further to reduce 
the prices, uiiles's the effects of an increasing- supply, are counter balanced' by the opera- 
tion of some poiiticii! change. 

tn this country 'some little revival has taken place in the cotton trade, owing to a de- 
rnand for a summer supplv, but as this trade is almost entirely limited to home consiimp.. 
ti;in, it may be expected that the additional sttic'k will soon be more than comriiensurate 
■with the temporary demand. 

A letter from Liverpool gives the.followlug gloomy prospect of their market for cotton 
■wool. f ■ • 

"Since our last Circular, our Cotton-market hai presented nothing to our v.'ew, but 
a contiii lied and uniform depressi'oij ; increased difficulties Kave been e'iperienced in cf- 
feetingjales, and at the cldse ef every_week, the pHces are found to ^le lower than those

Since the beguining ofthis y.ear, otir suppliesiiave eiceeded the ijaantity taken 
out of the market by upwards of 45,000 bags, and from the pressure of an immense aAd' 
a^-cunuiJalipg stock, we can scarcely look for any relief, pntit the sources of cdnsumpdon 
are jTfatly enlarged. From facts hfce thcsp, it seems reasonable to conclude, that unlas* 
the f ice of aftairs should be very materially changed,- we cannot calculate iit>ob any d«- 
c'diid improvement in our market, and to entertain a hope that this will take place, 
while tlje present unnatural order of things rfnJaihs unaltered, will, we fear, only lead 
to those disappointments, which have Ijeforc been so frequently experienced." 

The advance of diity on cotton wool imported into Qreat Britain, appears to have 
been abandoned, but »n additi^n^ duty is ^id in ireland, on all imported in vessels 
not Irish or British built. America only permits the ejport ii) tljeir own Vjessels; 
between these measures of mutual hostility trade suffers. 

It appears that the l^ank of England is about to iSsUe a ijumber of .tokens at 3s. and 
Is. 6d. and a' hill is brought into parliament t<J prevent the counterfeiting of them. 
Tliese tokens in England will probably be sinjilai- to thetokciis issued by the bank of 
Ireland. The mint 'owing to the high price of silver bullion cannot afford to issue 
a coinage of the established legal vaijue or fineness. The banks ytep in, and give a 
depreciated silver currency to suit the paper circulation, either by re-stamping dollars, 
and charging 3 higher value on them as is the case with the 6 shillings pieces, or by giv- 
inif silver with a very large portion of alloy, as in the case of the five peimies, tenpen* 
nies and 2s. 6d. pieces. These are steps in the progress of depreciation, and deserve 
the attention of the intelligent observers of passing events. If by many they are dis- 
regarded, the future historian will mark them as so many descending degree's i* the scale 
of public credit.
